Captured At Bandarshahpur 


BRITISH AND INDIAN TROOPS ENTERED IRAN AT THREE allp EARLY 
MONDAY MORNING, states the text of the first communique issued yesterday in Simla 
on the operations in Iran, says Reutet. ° . 

Naval and air co-operation enabled the landing of a force in ABADAN and a smail 
detachment of Indian troops also secured BANDARSHAHPUR, where two damaged 
German ships, three Italian ships, only slightly damaged, and two further German 
ships which have been beached, were captured with their crews. 

Bandarshahpur is the Persian Gulf railhead of the sole important railway in 
Iran, running from there through TEHERAN to BANDARS HAH on the Caspian coast. 


Abadan, to the West on the Iraq frontier, is the headquarters of the Persian Oil 


Refinery.

150 Thousand 
Japanese In 
Indo-China. 


SINGAPORE, Aug. 26 .(Reuter)— 
The “silence order regarding 
Japan” has caused considerable 
speculation here, where it is freely 
credited that the Japanese are 
endeavouring to cover up some im- 
portant military preparation. 

Relabie foreign reports from 
South Indo-China state that the 
Japanese have at least 160,000 men 
already installed in that country, 


The. Authorities .of Indo- 
Ching have issueq an order 
forbidding any transmission of 
further detalls concerning the 
Japanese occupation or of 
Japanese troop movements, 
says Reuter, 


in spite of the limit of 40,000, 
which was imposed under the 
terms of the recent settlement. 

Apart from certain garrisons at 
Camranh, Cape St, Jacques and 
Saigon, Japan's whole expedition- 
ary force is being sent toward the 
Thai border, according to reports 
from the latest travellers arriving 
here from Indo-China. 

Meanwhile, large amounts of 
war material and equipment are 
being disembarked, including field- 
Pieces, trench-mortars and some 
“ seventy-fives,” with a large num- 
ber of tanks and heavy artillery.

than that which has been slaught- 
ered in the Government slaughter- 
houses, or which has been im- 
ported from Canada, Australla or 
New Zealand or from such other 
localities as the Council! may from 
time to time approve."

The Nazi danger js too famlltar 
and too close throughout the Mid- 
die Bast for any misunderstanding 
of this Insidious character. In re- 
eent years, British friendship for 
Egypt, Turkey and the Arab world 
has stood the test of many hazards 
and many threats and today Js 
Stronger than ever. 


REACTED VIGOROUSLY 

If British prestige bas at any 
time suffered in the Middle Bast, 
it has been rather at moments 
when Gfeat Britain has shown 
Weakness in defending herself 
than when, as on the present occa- 
sion, she hag reacted vigorously 
and promptly to an attack on her 
vital interests, 

In particular Turkey, directly 
exposed as she ts at this moment 
to Nazi menaces and Nazi cajo- 
leries, will feel reassured and 
Strenthened in her resistance by 
this example of British vigour and 
determination, 

Except among tne few re- 
maining friends of Nazi Ger- 
many, nothing but satisfaction 
and relief will be ren that a 
dangerous nettle has been so 
firmly grasped. 

In Britain, this first opportunity 
of joint and concerted military ac- 
tion with our new allies. whose 
stubborn defence against the Naz! 
invader has not diminished their 
determination and capacity to de. 
fend their interest elsewhere, will 
be warmly welcomed 

The scope and duration of the 
action undertaken by the British 
and Soviet Governments wili be 
determined by the willingness of 
the Iranian authorities, even at 
this, last moment, to tace the 
realities of the situation. 

It 18 no part of the British or 
Russian policy to shed Iranian 
blood or to fight against the 
Iranians except insofar as they 
may be so misguided as to act as 
shields for Nazi agents and Nazi 
purposes. 


FALSE STEP 

Tf the Shah and Iranian Gov- 
ernment are prepared to retract 
the false step they have taken and 
return to the path of strict neu- 
trality by the expulsion of those 
who are seeking to turn Lran into 
a@ Nazi stronghold, then an agree- 
ment can still be reached and an 
unhappy incident quickly brought 
to an end. 

So-long as the present course 
persists, the permanent interests 
of Iran are being jeopardised in a 
cause which ts wholly allen to 
those interests and from which, 
whatever its attractions for their 
rulers, the Iranian people can 
derive no conceivable advantage. 


The DAILY TELEGRAPH 
says that Britain and Russia 
have takén, none too-soon, the 
only course left open to them 
by the persistent prevarica- 
tions of the Government of 
Iran. 

It remains to be seen whether 
Teheran will seriously tmitate the 
Pitiful folly of Vichy in spilling 
Innocent blood to fight Hitler’s 
battles. 

In Iran, as in Iraq and Syria, 
we are showing that we -have made 
a clean breach with our former 
policy of sufcidal inaction, Other 
countries which have been sitting 
on the fence may well be embol 
dened to declare more decisively 
in our favour by this potent evi- 
dence that a vita] British interest 
can no longer be flouted with im- 
punity. 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 
says that It 1s unpleasant for us. 
aS well as for Iran, but it had to 
be done. The Iranian Government 
well knew, as soon as Hitler at- 
tacked Russia, what would befall 
it df his plans went well. But it 
retused to do what was in its 
power. 

DANGEROUS SCALE 

Britain and Russia had, there- 
fore, to take military action or 


‘face what happened in Iraq or in 


Syria on a much more dangerous 
scale. In particular, it should 
please the Turks who have criticls- 
ed the British weakness in Greece, 
the Aegean, Syria and Traq
